sustain life are located in the thal- 
amic area of the brain,” said Dr. 
Cameron. “Most investigators are in 
harmony that this area controls 
among others, such vital functions 
as motor functions (movements). 
Pain, heat or cold, blood pressure 
control, glandular control, body 
temperature, and even as late as 
last year, Professor Wilder Penfield 
of McGiil university substantiated 
the existence of such areas in the 


interbrain. 
Skill with the fingers, regulation 
of involuntary actions such as 


| Sweating, blood vessel adjustment 


and other vital functions were 
traced to this area by Prof. Fulton 
of Yale university inthe same year. 


WOULD STILL LIVE 

“That such areas are in thé 
thalmas can be readily proved, for 
if all the brain above the thalmas 
be removed from an animal it will 
still live, breathe, move, mate, 
sneeze, feel, eat, digest and proceed 
to die of old age. Consciousness is 
not necessary to sustain life,” said 
Dr. Cameron. 

This small area, pointed out the 
lecturer, is the receiving station for 
all ingoing impulses or sensations 
such as taste, feeling, smelling, 
hearing and seeing. And in the 
thalmas such sensations are sorted, 
| adjusted or controlled and sent out 
to organs such as the muscles, 
glands, and other parts. 

“Such an area in the brain acts 
as a safety valve so that humans do 
not “blow up” more often than we 
can stand,” he said. “In other words 
control the thalmas and you con- 
trol the individual.” 


METHOD OF CONTROL. 

“H. Riby Spiller, of Ohio, after 
years of research, worked out a 
method to control this important 
brain area by the use of selected 
light frequencies. 

“It has been long known that dif- 
ferent colors are due to different 
frequencies and that colors have a 
stimulating or depressing effect, 
but one of the great problems was 


employ on different patients to ob- 
tain certain reactions. 
the shortest, largest and most direct 
route to the thalamic area of the 
brain, the eye,” said Dr. Cameron, 
“thousands of tests were carried 
through, the patients classified as 
to types and the results tabulated. 

“If a patient is nervous or ‘high 
strung’ only light that would have 
a soothing effect is employed and 
such light would be in the blue end 
of the spectrum. But if blue was 
used on the slow, sluggish type of 
individual the subject would be apt 
to fall asleep. 


THREE MAIN TYPES. 
“Individuals are roughly divided 
into three main types,’ said Dr. 
Cameron, “The nervous type is 
termed the asthenic type. This type 
is generally thin, easily disturbed, 
an artistic type of individual with 
pointed nose, thin chin, and as 
quick as a trap both mentally and 
physically. Pyknic types are ani- 
malistic types. They eat heartily, 
are fleshy, red faced, good mixers 
socially and usually make money. 
“The middle or balanced type is 
termed the syntonic type and syn-

“The high strung type is depress- 
ed and the sluggish type speeded up 
through the proper color frequency. 

“A method to depress or stimu- 
late a particular type is not as easy 
to design or apply as one would 
suppose,” stated Dr. Cameron, “for 
the range of the spectrum which 
humans have evolved to receive and 
appreciate through the eyes is a 
very minute part: of the electro- 
chemical spectrum. 

“At the one end there is the cos- 
mic rays which Millikan discovered 
and measured, which mathematic- 
ally is identical to the vibration 
rate of thought. And at the other 
end there are infrared rays that 
have potentialities heyond the pres- 
ent ken of science. 


“Somewhere about the middle of 
this tremendously broad band is a 
tiny section which is termed the 
visible range of the spectrum, and 
this range is divided into parts 
known as augstrom units. Augstrom 
being a great Swedish scientist. 


“The visible range covers a sec- 
tion between 3900 and 7700 units, 
and the entire visible range is so 
small that if 10 million were placed 
on a dime they would not be crowd- 
ed for roorn. So it is obviously a 
very delicate procedure to measure 
and adapt these various frequency 
bands to different types of indi- 
viduals, 


FUNCTIONS CONTROLLED 

“The associate and supportive 
functions of vision can and are be- 
ing controlled optometrically 
through the thalamic area by the 
use of selected bands of the visible 
range of the spectrum,” said Dr. 
Cameron, “No longer must we con- 
sider those that come to us for vis- 
ual assistance as carrying around a 
pair of eyes, but rather ‘a pair ot 
eyes carrying around our patients.’ 
For if you can control this one small 
area through the eyes, you can con- 
trol the patient almost completely. 


“Optometrists during the past 
decade, particularly have made 
tremendous progress,” stated the 


speaker. “Accepting their full re- 
sponsibility for tne visual welfare 
of humanity by constant study and 
post-graduate instruction and ac- 
ceptance of scientific technique de- 
signed to develop vision when it is 
below normal, correct crossed eyes, 
relieve uncomfortable vision and 
control the associated and suppor- 
tive functions of vision through 
opticd! means.” 

Dr. Cameron is now in Lloydmin- 
ster where he will spend a few days 
visiting his mother, before return- 
ing to Chicago.

“ECONOMY” TO BLAME 


“Economy” is to blame for the wreck that 
occurred on the Athabasca railway line last 
Monday, resulting in the deaths of the engine- 
driver and the fireman. The finding of the jury 
which investigated the accident, and the evi- 
dence placed before the jury, leave no other 
conclusion possible. 

Two section men only, the testimony shows, 
were employed to keep an eighteen mile stretch 
of track in condition in mid-winter. A broken 
lorry prevented them making an inspection trip 
over the line between Friday and Monday. 
Work in clearing the yards at Meanook, deep 
snow, and bad weather, made it impossible 
for them to tramp the eighteen miles and back 
during that time. In the interval, ice collected 
at the fatal crossing, which threw the engine 
from the track. 

The inescapable conviction is that the wreck 
would not have occurred had enough section 
men been employed to give the track the daily 
inspection and amount of attention every rail- 
way track needs, particularly needs in winter. 
The disaster, and all that it means to the rela- 
tives of the engine-men, traces directly back 
to the cheese-paring policy that has been im-- 
posed upon the National railways during the 
depression years. 

“Save money” has been the standing order 
in everything that concerned the operation of 
the public-owned railway system, even when 
that meant letting the property fall into neglect 
and putting in peril the lives of trainmen and 
passengers. The only wonder is that there have 
not been far more disastrous wrecks long ago.

COME DOWN TO EARTH 

Mr. Lucas, member for Camrose, has a mo- 
tion before parliament proposing to establish a 
national system of credit and finance “to be 
controlled in the interest of all the people and 
under the jurisdiction of the federal parlia- 
ment.” 

The resolution is too inspecific to accomplish 
anything. It means whatever anyone chooses 
to import into it. What Mr. Lucas means by it 
may be inferred. But there is nothing to prevent 
the upholders of the present money and finance 
system adopting it as their own, declaring that 
it describes that system in general terms, and 
supporting their claim by chanting the well 
known liturgy of their ancient economic creed. 
If they are politically wise they will do exactly 
that—and leave Mr. Lucas to protest to the 
winds that he meant something different. 

Not much headway will be made in freeing 
the Canadian people from the handicaps im- 
posed upon them by restricted currency, man- 
ipulated credit, and interest-bearing public 
debt, so long as those who claim to want 
changes continue to talk in such ambiguous 
accumulations of words as the above. If these 
hope to accomplish anything they will have to 
come out of the clouds, point to specific disabil- 
ities, and suggest definite proposals for amend- 
ment. 

Why not, for example, move that parliament 
instruct the Government to stop borrowing 
money for capital purposes, issue new money 
to pay for public works, and provide a sinking 
fund to retire the extra currency over an appro- 
priate period? 

That would mean something tangible. It 
could not be side-stepped. It would line up 
the members of parliament directly on the 
question of who owns the public credit 


DOES CANADA NEVER WIN? 

On February 2nd of last year the Canadian 
dollar was worth 84 cents in New York, being 
at a discount of 16 per cent. On February 2nd 
of this year it stood at 99 cents plus, approxi- 
mately par, A gain during the year of 18 per 
cent on the value of a year ago, measured in 
terms of New York funds, or gold 

A year ago the pound sterling was worth 
$3.40 in New York. It is now worth $4.97, on 
the corresponding date. A gain in New York 
funds of $1.57 cents, or 46 per cent of the value 
of the pound a year ago. 

A year ago the U.S. dollar was of course 
at gold par. It is now worth less than 60 cents 
gold, a drop of 40 per cent in the value of last 
February. 

If the Canadian dollar had advanced in step 
with the British pound, it would have made a 
gain in the year of 39 cents, and be worth now 
$1.23 in New York. 

If the Canadian dollar had gone up as far 
as the U.S. dollar went down, measured in gold, 
it would now stand at $1.17 in New York, 

Canada a year ago was en a “sound” money 
basis, and is still on that same basis so far as 
the public are aware. If there has been any 
reduction in the gold coverage for our currency 


in the meantime, nothing has been said about 
it; which cannot be supposed to be the case 

Here is a conundrum that Ottawa should 
clear up. There may be in the intricate calcula- 
tions of sound money mathematics some formula 
which will explain satisfactorily why the Cana- 
dian dollar has only advanced 18 per cent while 
the pound has advanced 46 per cent, and why 
the Canadian dollar has only gone up to par 
with the United States dollar while the value of 
that dollar has slumped to three-fifths its gold 
value a year ago. The Canadian dollar having 
in the meantime been preserved on a strictly 
“sound” basis. 

The plain man, pondering these figures, has 
a sense that the Government of Canada, the 
provinces, the niunicipalities, and every Cana- 
dian corporation and citizen having bills to 
settle in New York are being robbed, whether 
by the mysterious workings of our “sound” 
money system or by the manipulations of 
money-changing interests 

A money system which penalizes Canadian 
governments and citizens to the tune of 16 cents 
on the dollar when the U.S. dollar is at gold 
par, but which only raises the value of the 
Canadian dollar 16 cents when the gold value of 
the U.S. dollar drops more than 40 cents, does 
not seem to possess the essential qualifications 
of a “spund” gold-backed currency system. It 
looks like a game of “Heads we lose, tails we 
don’t win.”

Every woman in Canada isn’t reduced to 
longing for the happy bygone days when her 
husband used to go, dinner pail in hand, for 
his eight hours shift at the mill. At Ottawa last 
week, backed by Mounties and flunkies and 
all the available tokens of pomp and splendor, 
Their Excellencies, the Governor General and 
the Countess of Bessborough held a drawing 
room in the Senate Chamber, at which women 
galore in shining limousines attended. Accord- 
ing to the degree of elevation and dignity of the 
male head of the family, they came in by dif- 
ferent doors, each with two cards in their 
hands. One card was left at the door of the 
Senate Chamber; the other card was handed to 
the Aide-de-Camp on duty. 

It was necessary to advertise in the papers 
to inform the privileged ladies and gentlemen, 
what kind of clothes to wear. That for ladies 
reads as follows (taken from the advertising 
columns of the Ottawa Journal): 

6. Dress for Ladies: Evening dress. 

The wearing of veils and feathers and of 
trains is optional. Trains, if worn, should 
be straight from the shoulders to the ground 
and should not exceed two yards in length, 
nor extend more than eighteen inches from 
the heel of the wearer. The white tulle 
veil attached to the feathers should not be 
longer than forty-five inches. 

It all depends upon one’s point of view. 
From the standpoint of a western pioneer wo- 
man, who has raised children and grandchildren 
and now faces the indignity of having to go on 
relief, life is a matter of such bitterness, that 
(as she phrases it) “we would just as soon lay 
down and die.” From the viewpoint of a Gov- 
ernor General in silk pants with a mob of well- 
dressed people making obeiscence before him— 
or even of a happy Ottawa lady with diamonds 
in her hair, dragging round two yards of dry 
goods behind her—life, even in these days, is 
a pretty jolly thing. 


Mention of the Mounties who figure with 
the military in the ceremonials at the opening 
of parliament and legislatures as the army of 
Canada, (local police are not included at these 
affairs), recalls the circumstance that many of 
the fine old fellows who composed that body 
when it was the Royal North West Mounted 
Police, complain now of being discriminated 
against in the matter of pensions. 

As I understand it, there was no pension 
scheme till the late 
journalist and parliamentarian, agitated the 
matter in the late eighties. At that time troop- 
ers commenced at 50 cents a day and rations 
were not so liberal as at present. In 1919 and 
again in 1925 increases were made both in pay 
and in pensions, but these were not made retro- 
active to cover the old K.N.W.M.P. men who 
had taken their discharges. The Veterans’ 
Association has repeatedly approached govern- 
ments to increase the pensions for the old chaps 
to those that have taken their discharges since 
1919 and 1925, but without result. 

Nobody will say that the work of the R.N. 
W.M.P. in the old days when they were winning 
fame as the riders of the plains and the up- 
holders of law and order in the Territories, 
was not as arduous and as worthy of equal pen- 
sion recognition as that of the men in the 
R.C.M.P. today. Alas, the opportunity to glad- 
den the hearts and ease the lives of these 
gallant old chaps will not long remain.

Sick’? Gall Bladder

It is a strange fact that many more women 
than men develop gall bladder trouble. This 
disorder comes on after the age of 40, and, 
while it may be seen in thin people, is most 
apt to strike the patient who is overweight, 
who enjoys three hearty meals a day and who 

takes little exercise. 

The patient with a chronic 
inflammation of the gall 
bladder has spells when he 
feels worse, followed by spells 
when he feels better, but at 
no time does he feel really 
well. As a general rule, the 
disorder runs on for several 
years. There is not any ques- 
tion but that such a condi- 
tion as chronic gall bladder 

Dr. F. McCoy inflammation should be 
cleared up as soon as possible. For one thing, 
such an inflammation may very often lead to 
the formation of gall stones and the patient 
will gain only good by overcoming the gall 
bladder trouble before these stones have a 
chance to form. 

The gall bladder is a small organ in which 
bile from the liver is stored and made more 
concentrated. When the stored bile is needed 
it is sent to the intestine. The “sick” gall blad- 
der does not empty out the bile as it should 
and instead of going forward into the intestines, 
the bile flow is reversed, and some of it may 
back up into the stomach, causing the upset 
condition which the patient calls “biliousness.” 
In other cases, some of the dammed up bile is 
absorbed by the blood and part of it shows in 
the skin as a yellowish tint, or a yellow dis- 
coloration in the white of the eyes. 

The gall bladder that does not 
properly because of inflammation may be a 
danger to your health. If the gall bladder is 
sick, the entire body may be poisoned day after 
day by the retained bile. The gall bladder be- 
comes a veritable cesspool of poisons and the 
patient will remain in poor health until the gall 
bladder condition is cleared up. 

The gall bladder may become inflamed so 
slowly that you do not know when your trouble 
started, or the chronic condition may come on 
after an acute attack. 

Some of the changes brought about during a 
chronic gall bladder inflammation are the fol- 
lowing: The mucous membrane may be swollen 
and covered with a thick, ropey mucus, which 
may contain pus; or the walls of the organ may 
have become thickened and hardened by a 
tough fibrous tissue. The gall bladder may be 
changed in size and either be too large or too 
small. Or, the organ may be covered by so 
many adhesions that it is almost impossible to 
find it. By means of these adhesions it has 
grown to nearby parts and is crippled because 
of them just as your arm would be crippled 
if it grew to your side. 

The real reason you have a “sick” gal! blad- 
der is because you have lived in a certain way. 
Something which you have been doing each day 
has been wrong. In curing your trouble it is 
most important for you to correct your wrong 
habits of living and to change them to those 
good habits of living which alone produce a 
normally healthy gall bladder.

QUESTION—Mrs. DeF. of El Paso, Tex., 
inquires: “Could you give me any advice con- 
cerning a boy of twelve who complains of pains 
through the body when he handles tools or iron 
instruments, but not at any other time?” 

ANSWER-—I have heard of such cases; how- 
ever, I believe they are rather rare. You may 
have read recently in the newspaper of a man 
who suffered similar distress when ever he was 
around a radio and who was able to attain 
comfort only by using a specially grounded 
cane. Since I have not been able to see the 
child, I could not tell you whether or not this 
tendency to pain when handling an iron tool 
could be overcome; however, I would suggest 
that you place him on a correct diet as this 
may possibly bring about a satisfactory im- 
provement. 

QUESTION—Mrs, T. P. of South Manchester, 
Conn., asks: “Is there any way that I could de- 
velop my bust? Do you think cocoa butter used 
as in massage would be harmful?” 

ANSWER—The bust may be developed by 
the use of suitable exercises, The chief ones 
to use are those bringing about vigorous exer- 
cise of the arms. I see no reason to believe that 
rubbing on cocoa butter would be harmful. 

QUESTION—From Janesville, Wis.: “What 
is your opinion of mushrooms? I am quite fond 
of canned mushrooms and would like to con- 
tinue to use them,” 

ANSWER—I consider mushrooms a whole- 
some food and often advise their use in the 
diet as they make a welcome change. Canned 
mushrooms may be served on top of a steak 
and, if you are fond of them, I advise that you 
continue to use them.

CANADA'S GREATEST 
EATHQUAKE' 
On this date, in 1663 the great- 


| est earthquake in the history of 


Canada took place. How far it 
extended is not even yet known, 
for of course, there were no peo- 
ple in the vast area of New 
France outside of the few at 
Quebec, Three Rivers and Mont- 
real, to record what took place, 

There is no doubt, however, 
that the shock must have made 
enormous changes in the courtry 
and have taken a toll of Indian 
lives, for we are told in War- 
burton’s “Conquest of Canada,” 
that: “Trees in the forest were 
torn up and dashed against each 
other with inconceivable viol- 
ence; mountains were razed from 
their foundations and thrown into 
valleys, leaving awful chasms 
behind; from the openings issued 
dense clouds of smoke, dust and

sand, many rivers disappeared, 
others were diverted from their 
courses, and the great St. 
Lawrence became suddenly white 
as far down as the mouth of the 
Saguenay. 

“The first shock (at 5:30 p.m.) 
lasted more than half an hour; 
but with the greatest violence for 
only fifteen minutes. At Tadous- 
shower of volcanic ashes 
descended upon the rivers, agitat- 
ing the waters like a tempest. 
tremendous earthquake ex- 
tended simultaneously over 180,- 
000 square miles of country, and 
lasted for almost six months 
without intermission.” 

Perhaps the above is exagger- 
ated, but there is no doubt that 
it was an awful cataclysm and 
that its effects upon the topo- 
graphy of Canada must have been 
tremendous. There has _ since 
been nothing in the history of 
North America to equal it. 


Current Comment 


IN DEFAULT 

Niagara Falls is the third city 
to apply for supervisors, the 
cities already administered by 
boards being Windsor and East 
Windsor. Other places of over 
10,000 which have surrendered 
the main functions of government 
to supervisors include Sandwich 
(town), Scarboro, York and East 
York township. Niagara Falis 
will add 19,000 people to the pop- 
ulation under board administra- 
tion, the total of which is close to 
190,000.—Toronto Star. 


A HUGE BUDGET DEFICIT 

It is reported from Ottawa that 
a budget deficit of something 
like $150,000,000 will be the bad 
news that parliament will hear 
when the session opens. There is 
no prospect of meeting this by 
new taxation, for every tax that 
ingenuity can devise is already 
being levied. The deficit will 
necessarily be added to the debt. 
A little time ago quite a sensa- 
tion was caused by the news that 
at Washington a budget deficit of 
a billion dollars existed, but $150 - 
000,000 of a shortage by Canada is 
of about the same dimensions 
when the respective wealth and 
population of the two countries is 
taken into account. The sugges- 
tion is advanced that the bad 
showing at Ottawa is largely ow- 
ing to the heavy expenditure on 
relief of unemployment, but, after 
all. only about $36,000,000 of the 
$150,000,000 can be accounted for 
in that way. 

It is understood that the federal 
treasury officials admit that the 
taxable limit has about been 
reached and that higher imposts 
would produce reduced revenues. 
When the excise taxes on cigar- 
ettes were reduced the lower tax 
brought in greater revenue. If 
this elementary principle has 
penetrated the minds—or shali 
we say mind?—of the government 
it may have important effects. 
If, for instance, this idea were 
given effect in the customs tur- 
iffs and the blockade against im- 
ports removed, if all the tricks 
and vexations which prevent the 
entrance of imported goods were 
removed and the goods let in, a 
reasonable duty being collecied 


on them, millions of revenue 
would be secured which the gov- 
ernment at present prevents itself 
from receiving. 

With imports coming in and in- 
creased exports going out, as 


| would naturally be the case, such 


a pick-up would take place in 
transportation by land and sea 
and in general business, and 
there would occur such a resump- 
tion of buying and selling as 
would have an immediate bene- 
ficial effect on many other 
sources from which the national 
revenues flow.—Toronto Star. 


DEFLATION 

One of the curious things about 
Premier Bennett's monetary pol- 
icy is that he claimed that in 
the interests of “sound” money he 
could not get in line with the 
British pound, although for 
scores of years the British pound 
has been the only sound money 
in the world, 

But there has to be a show- 
down sooner or later, if we are 
going to have a united empire at 
all, and Mr, Bennett when he had 
the choice in 1932, chose to de- 
flate the western Canadian peo- 
ple, especially the western Cana- 
dian farmer, instead of deflating 
the Canadian dollar. In other 
words he placed currency on a 
higher plane than flesh and blood, 
and preferred a “sound” currency 
to a sound people, forgetting that 
British money should be good 
enough for anybody, — Stettler 
Independent 


DEPORTRATIONS 


The Toronto Mail and Empire, 
which is close to the government 
at Ottawa, says that it is author- 
itatively informed that the public 
works program to be sponsored 
by the Dominion government for 
the purpose of providing employ- 
ment, will include an expenditure 
of $50,740,000, of which $4,484,000 
is for Manitoba. It says that 
“substantially all” of the money 
will be spent in the construction 
of provincial and federal build- 
ings. The report in the Toronto 
newspaper is unofficially con- 
firmed in Ottawa, according to 
the staff correspondent of the 
Free Press at the capital.

And 
it's not always due solely to che 
bleaching treatments employed, 
either. For bleached hair requires 
a special shampooing process, too, 
And very few women seem to real- 
ize this fact. 

Bleached hair cannot be sham- 
pooed in the same nonchalant man- 
ner that a virgin head of hair usu- 
ally is. For bleached hair is not 
of a normal tone or texture. The 
bleaching agents remove a great 
deal of natural oil from the hair, 
weaken it and tend to make it dry 


and brittle. And an ordinary alka-| 


line soap used for shampooing such 
hair would only tend to increase 
its dryness and brittleness. 

Of course, bleached hair should 


jalways be given frequent hot oil | 
such as the excellent] 


treatments, 
castor oil treatments described in 
my “Beauty Culture” booklet, in 
order to counteract the bleach’'s 
drying effects and to keep the hair 
soft and glossy. But for ordinary 
cleansing purposes, I personally 
think that the egg shampoo pro- 
cess is best for bleached hair. The 
whites of two eggs should be beat- 
en to a stiff consistency for this 
shampoo. The hair should first be 


| moistened with warm water, and, 


then the beaten egg whites applied. 
The finger tips should be worked 
through the hair and over the scalp 
in the same manner as when a soap 
shampoo is used. 

After several latherings with the 
egg whites, the hair should be rins- 
ed about three times with luke- 
warm water, Hot water should 
never be used in this shampoo, as 
the egg whites might harden. As 
the final rinse, a solution of half a 
glass of cider vinegar and a pint 
of clear water should be used, This 
will invigorate and enliven the hair, 
and help to counteract any weak- 
ening effects of the bleaching treat- 
ments,

Winter blooming begonias should ; 
}be repotted next spring, using a| 
compost of two parts leaf mold, one 
of fibrous loam, one of clean sand, | 
some rough dry cow manure, a lib-| 
eral sprinkling of peat moss and a 
dusting of charcoal. They should

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Pictures Prove War Real 


Crime, Sir Wm. Mulock 


TORONTO, Feb. 5—The official 
photographs of Canada’s part in the 
Great War—photos depicting actual 
warfare and its results—were sur 
veyed minutely, critically, by Sir 
William Mulock, 90-year-old chief 
justice. His comment thereon was 
solicited for the Edmonton Bulletin 
which will publish the pictures 

“They are primarily an exposure 
of the horror, the waste, the shame, 
the sin of war,” he declared. “They 
will tremendously supplement and 
emphasize what our nation—what 
every nation, in these days of intel- 
ligence and professed Christianity— 
should recognize and avow: 

“That it is a crime, intrinsically 
and economically and ethically, to 
go to war. 

It is my emphatic opinion that 
by having finally released these of- 
ficial pictures, the government has 
started a source of influence des- 
tined to be in the highest way bene 
ficial upon the whole nation.” 

“Do you think, then, that there is 
existent any considerable “war 
spirit” to be combated?” Sir Wil- 
liam was asked, 

“Insidiously, yes,” he replied 
“There is undoubtedly such a thing 
as the ‘glamor’ of war. And in this 
regard I highly commend the action 
of The Bulletin in providing this 
great counter-influence. 

“While, of course, to not a few 
earnest hearts—and especially to

these pictures may present much 


memory, yet such, I feel sure, will 
he willingly borne, in the light of 
this colossal compensation, that 
the overwhelming infiuence of 
these scenes will foster that ha 
tred of war which will be a result 
that will gladden the most griev 
ing heart.” 

“To what,” the chief justice was 
asked, “would you attribute, chief- 
ly, the ‘glamor’ of war to which you 
have referred? 

“Those influences are many,” he 
replied. “Our own hearts, especially 
of youth, with chivalric . impulses, 
play a part. Then, too, books of 
stirring story help to foster so- 
called chivalric dreams 

‘And, in our day, a generation is 
growing up that knows war only as 
portrayed on the screen 

“The exposure of war's dread 
and sordid realities, in these 

photographs, will go far to dis- 
sipate the deplorable illusion.” 

Refore offering his opinions above, 
Sir William, to use his own words, 
“examined the pietures with deep 
and ever-increasing interest. To say 
the least,” he said, “they certainly 
bid fair to be monumental in their 
significance and interest

Discontinuance Of 
Court Case Against 
Credit Firm Ordered 


In a written order handed down 
Monday, Mr. Justice Ives ordered 
discontinuance of the action 
brought by R,. Walter Ure and asso- 
ciates against the Edmonton Credit 
company for the total sum of $58,- 
200 as a consequence of certain al- 
leged transactions in shares of the 
defendant company 

Mr. Justice Ives harnided down the 
order as a result of an application 
made in supreme court chambers 
last Thursday by George B. O’Con- 
nor, K.C., and H. H. Parlee, K.C., 
| asking for an order striking out the 
| plaintiff's statement of claim on the 
| grounds that it was frivolous and 
vexatious. The application was 
| backed by an affidavit made by
